1. Ne^Ta^hH - The President signed a new tax bill yesterday, I 
telephoned ^^^^^^Knd asked if he were familiar with the provisions of the 
tax bill ancRn^ncreased withholding on personal income specified in that 
bill. He advised that he had some information but not the schedule which would 
have to be developed by the Treasury Department. I requested and he will 
provide a memorandum on the import of this bill on Agency employees as soon 
as he has additional information. 


2. I met with Dr. Tietjen and discussed the following matters: 

a. Summer Employees - Dr. Tietjen mentioned that the policy 
last year concerning medical examinations of summer employees was 
that if the final results indicated an extensive medical examination 
would also be necessary, such an individual's case would be passed 
over and he would not be considered for summer employment. I 
reaffirmed this policy to apply to this year's program. To establish 
this properly, however, I will call a meeting with Mr . Echols, 

Dr. Tietjen, and Howard Osborn and set the policy ground rules for 
the handling of the summer employees program. 

b. Patch Test to brief the DCI on Monday morning, 

21 March, on the Patc^res^rogram „ This is a major development to 
aid the U. S. and the Vietnamese war.

d. Alcoholism Program - I queried Dr. Tietjen on the status of 
the alcoholism study. He advised that he will have in my hands some 
time soon a recommended program. The delay in completing this 
assignment is that he must set up a medical counseling program that 
embraces more than just alcoholism and this has resulted in some delay. 
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
